prison commission to Superintendent 


B. H. Dunaway, at Milledgeville. An 
attendant from the state prison farm 
will come for Mrs. Hughes, it was 
said, to carry her from Fulton tower, 
where she has been held since her ar- 
rest for the slaying of her maher-in- 
law over a year ago. 

The order was sent to Superintend- 
ent Dunaway when Governor Walker 
transmitted his commutation order te 
the commission and it is expected that 
Mrs. Hughes wil] have left for Mil- 
ledgeville by Wednesday night. 

It is believed that she will be put 
to work either as cook or housekeep- . 
er. Out of 120 women in the female 
| department at the prison only 11 are 
| white. The 109 negro women work 
in the fields while white women are 
kept to do inside work. : 

Among her new companions will be 
Mrs. Cora Lou Vinson and Ollie Jus- 
tice, of Fulton county; Mrs. Nora 

ven, of Ware county, and Mrs. 
Amanda Brooks and Saliie Brooks, of 
Crisp county. The last two are 
mother and daughter, aged 63 and 21, 
respectively. 

“The woman’s prison is more com- 
fortable and cleaner than many sani- 
tariums, ” one commissioner said Tues- 
day. “I was down there a few days 
ago and the improvement in health 
and appearance of Mrs. Vinson, for 
instance, is so marked that you would 
hardly know her compared to her ap- 
pearance at her trial.” 

Incidentally, it was mentioned at 
the commission offices that there is 
a full pardon waiting there for an- 
other Fulton county woman who was 
sentenced to the prison in a killing~ 
case, but her whereabouts are now 
not known. This is Mrs. Williams, 
who killed a railroad man in her 
apartment several years ago. She wus 
sentenced to from one to two years, 
served the full year at Milledgeville 
and observed all regulations of her 
parole for the second year.. This sec- 
ond year has been up for some months 
and the complete pardon is waiting 
for her, if she will call at the com- 
mission office for it.

-GIVEN RUMANIA 


Washington, April 14.— Minister 
Jay at Bueharest bas presented a 
communication to the Rumanian gov- 
ernment calling attention to the fact 
that that government has negotiated 
debt refunding agreements with other 
nations but has taken no such action 
in connection with its debt to the 


United States. 

Rumania’s debt to last November 
was $36,128,495 in principal and $9,- 
477,000 in interest. ae 

State department officials were re’ 
ticent with regard to the situation 
tceday, but it was evident that the fail- 
ure of the Bucharest government to 
initiate debt refunding negotiations 
and also the continued delay in reach- 
ing a satisfactory understanding as 
to the recently enacted Rumanian 
mining law, which also covers oil ex- 
ploration, was causing considerable 
concern. 

The departure of Mr. Jay to his 
new -post as ambassador to Argen 
tina is being <«lelayed temporarily 
owing to these conditions. 

The Rumanian debt to the Unitea 
States was contracted after the sign- 
ing of the armistice. The major por- 
tion is in the form of loans made 
under the Liberty loan act, but there 
was in addition a transaction involv- 
ing the acquisition by Rumania of 
surplus American supplies in France 
at $12,000,000. 

Because the Rumanian loans were 
made as relief measures after the 
war, they are regarded by the Wash- 
ington government as in a -wholly 
different category from the war loans 
to other allied powers. Rumania was 
similarly aided by the other powers 
after the war and these loans have 
in some cases been arranged on a 
refunding agreement. It is under- 
stood that Mr. Jay has presented 
what amounts to a protest against 
the failure to take similar steps with 
relation -to the debt to the United 
States.

Regain His Vast Estate 


New York, April 14.—Prince Fe- 
iix Youssoupoff, head of an erstwhile 
wealthy royal family of the old _ re- 
gime in Russia, still hopes to recover 
his vast estates, before the revolution 
estimated to be worth $350,000,000, 
although they are now held by the 
bolsheviks, he testified today at the 
second day of trial in the supreme 
ccurt of his suit against Joseph E. 
Widener, of Philadelphia, for re- 
ccvery of two Rembrandt portraits. 

Prince - Youssoupoff, a debonair 
figure, held the witness stand the en- 
tire day in his legal battle to regain 
“A Gentleman 
With a High Hat,” and “A Woman 
With an Ostrich Feather,” which 
Mr. Widener acquired from him in 
August, 1921, by payment of 100,000 
pounds sterling. Prince Youssoupoff, 
who values the paintings at 300,000 
pcunds, told today of having.refused 


offers from the late J. P. Morgan and 
the late Senator William A. Clark of 
200,000 and 225,000 pounds respec- 
tively. He centends that the trans- 
action by which they passed to the 
Philadelphia financier and art cvl- 
lector was really a chattel mortgage, 
while Mr. Widener holds that he 
bought the art treasures outright. 
Under cross-examination by Mr. 
Widener’s counsel, former Governor 
Nathan L. Miller, the prince testified 
that he contemplates the formation 
of a corporation to develop coal and 
oil lands once owned by his family, 
now in the hands of the soviets.

Today’s tragedy occurred shortly be- 
fore Y o'clock. Passersby heard the 
muffled sound of a gun explosion 19 
the Kelly home.

Bhey found the jurist un- 
conscious on the stairway leading to 
the basement. Physicians. hurriedly 
summoned, held out no hope for recov 
ery and death came about.

A conscious interval is said to have 
preceded death when Judge Kelly told 
physicians and relatives the shootinz 
had been accidental. Later, a state- 
ment from the family related the de 
tails of the tragedy. The jurist, 
shotgun in hand, together with his 
son, was going to the basement t¢ 
find a rat. A misstep on the stair 
way, which was said to have been ot 
ivulty construction, caused the fatal 
fall. In some manner the gun ex 
ploded. It was found 15 feet from 
the body. 

For a long while Judge Kelly had 
been in ill health. It had been a fac- 
tor in his retirement as president o% 
the supreme court on January 3l 
1924, when he entered private practice 
after nine years’ service on the bench. 
We became division counsel for the 
Southern Railway. but his health dil 
not mend and he was granted sa 
leave last autumn. He then went. te 
Florida, where he was notified on 
February 21 of his reappointment te 
fill the vacancy caused by the deats 
of Judge Sims, who had succeeded him 
as president of the court. The jurist 
accepted the call and sat with the 
court here as an associate justice on 
March 10. 

The judge is said to have shown 
marked improvement since his return 
from Florida and had been playing 
golf of late.

800,000 such employees and the pres- 
ident, he argued, should be unhamp- 
ered in his right to remove any or all 
of them. 

Mr. Beck held it highly essential in 
the proper administration of the gov- 
ernment that the president should be 
unrestrained by congress in exercis- 
ing this right.

But is birth control, almost unmen- 
tionable only a few years ago, defi- 
in character to. he 
welcomed by those who hope that the 
course of human evolution may le 
determined largely by other factors 
more educational and spiritual? 


That is a question to be prayer- 
fully considered. 

The course of human evolution as 
it proceeds today is determined part- 
ly by biological inheritance (heredity ) 
and partly by social inheritance (the 
passing on from generation to gener- 
ation by speech writing and education 
of acquired knowledge and customs). 
It is through this social inheritance 


that man is advancing today most ray- 
idly toward higher and better things. 

Birth control alone will not meet 
the needs of determining the diree- 
tion of human’ evolution toward the 
most desirable goal. But it may help 
if this control is so exercised that ir 
leads to a limitation of births in 
stocks with bad heredity and an 1In- 
crease of stocks with good heredity. 
That, of course, is the eugenic idea, 
and brings up all the familiar ques- 
tions and doubts about knowing what 
kinds of individuals are desirable and 
what undesirable. 

In other words, birth control is a 
subject of many phases of incidence 
and of much broader bearing than 
some of its advocates seems to realize. 
Even if its primary aim is not to af- 
fect human evolution but to relieve in- 
digent or feeble mothers and to lessen 
the economie struggle for food it will 
have, if widely adopted, important bi- 
ological results. Hence such confer- 
ences as the one recently held, in 
which trained scientifie men took ae- 
tive part, are useful and should be en- 
couraged. They will tend to balance a 
too exclusively emotional considera- 


tion of the matter.

Editor Constitntion: How many wore 
accidents, like the one in your paper today, 
must ocenr before the state highway Ce- 
partment will cease building grade cross- 
Migs? 

At the last session of the legisiatnre of 
the state of New York an act was passed 
appropriating $300,000.000 for the purpose 
of eliminating all grade crossings in the 
state, provided the act was approved by 
a referendum vote of the people. 

The state of Florida is now spending 
$5,000,000 to eliminate the grade crossings 
between West Palm Beach and Miami, The 
state of Georgia, through her highway de- 
partment, is still constructing them. [f 
you or any one else doubt this statement 
come and let me show you five grade 
crossings on state route No. 41, in Meri- 
wether county. Two of these crossings can 
be readily eliminated by underpasses, the 
other three by shortening the road. Four

Butler, Ga., April 14. — Gervis 
Bloodworth and Willie Jones, youth- 
ful slayers of Howard F. Underwood, | 
in Taylor county in 1923, were grant- 
ed a change of venue today for their 
second trial and will face a jury in 
Columbus at the May- term of supe- 
rior court, it was announced follow- 
ing the decision of the judge on the 
change of venue. Superior court 
opens at Columbus May 11. 

Judge M. J. Yeomans, of Dawson, 
the fourth judge to preside over some 
phase of the bitterly-fought case, ren- 
dered his decision at 10:15 o'clock 
this morning after having it under 
consideration for a day and night. 

Hearing Began Monday. 

Hearing on the _ petition began 
shortly after it was filed yesterday 
morning, and lasted through the day. 
No evidence was offered this morn- 
ing. 

Jones and Bloodworth were not in 
the court room when the decision 
was announced. They were carried 
back to Columbus last night. The 
youths are to remain in the Mus- 
cogee county jail until the trial 

Judge Yeomans heard many wit- 
nesses testify during Monday that in 
discussing the case it was the opinion 
of many people in this county where 
the crime was committed that the 
boys should have x life sentence. Wit- 
nesses testified that a verdict of guil- 
ty with recommendation, carrying 
with it life in the state prison peni- 
tentiary, would be acceptable to the 
people. 

An effort to end the motion for 
change of venue was made in an oral 
demurrer by Solicitor Walker R. 
Flournoy, chief counsel for the state, 
but the judge overruled the motion. 

Homer Beeland, one of the attor- 
neys for the defense during the course 
of the hearing on the change of venue, 
exhibited a letter to the’ court signed 
“K. K. K.” in which the attorney 
was warned not to have further con- 
nection with the case. 

In his decision, the judge stated 
that he granted the change of venue 
on the grounds of the claim by the 
defense that the youthful = slayers 
could not secure a fair and impartial 
jury for the trial and also upon the 
fear of “‘mob violence.” 

Counsel for defense and attorneys 
for the state are to hold a conference 
within a few days to decide noon 
the date of the new trial. It is under 
stood that Solicitor Flournoy in 
charge of the prosecution, will insist 
upon an early trial at Columbus and 
the May term of the court there wil) 
be the earliest date. 


Judge McLaughlin, being disquali-| 


fied in the case, it will be necessary 
for another superior court judge to 
be designated to hear the second trial, 
At the first trial, the boys were sen- 
tenced to be hung, but should they 
receive the extreme sentence at the 
second trial, execution would be by 
electrocution, the gallows in Georgia 
having been substituted by the elee- 
tric chair, since the first trial. The 
second trial will be held under the. 
new law. 
History of Case. 

Jones and Bloodworth were on: 
victed in January, 1924, of the mne- 
der of Howard F. Underwood, a lo- 
cal medicine’ salesman. It was 
brought out at the trial that the 
bovs accosted the salesman, who was 
driving his automobile, near Butler 
one afternoon in December of 1923 
and were picked up. Accord‘ag toa 
evidence and alleged confessions of 
the youths, the plan for the murder 
had been premeditated. Bloodworth 
took a seat in the rear of the car 
while Jones sat down by the side of 
Underwood, who was driving.

Authay of New Book. 

Miss Owings has just completed a 
book on the woman police movement 
in America and other countries and 
is considered the leading authority in 
this country on the subject of women | 
police, 

In connection with this phase of 
social reform, Miss Owings said, “‘the 
women police movement has and will 
solve many of the problems of the 
truant girl because of the fact that 
their mission is that of prevention 
rather than punishment, ‘They en- 
deavor to keep the girl from. the 
court and from offenses which will 
bring her name into criminal files 
rather than first making an arrest 
and then finding out’ the ‘why.’ In 
so many cases during the past years. 
young girls have been arrested ‘and 
tried for misdemeanors with the sole 
purpose of fimding out ‘did they do 


it” rather than ‘why did they do it 
atid what can be done to prevent 
others from doing it.’ Women police | 
must be women of fine character and 
must take a purely impersonal atti- 
tude in their work.” 


Denying that girls of America are’ 


“had,” Miss Owings said, ‘conditions’; 
have changed since the last genera- 
tion, the home ties have been lessened 
by the apartment house and the nar- 
rowing of family activities and the 
community, which has been the inno- 


cent cause of this change is, there- 
fore, under greater responsibility to 
furnish clean amusement. as a substi- 
tute for the household pastimes of 
the past generation. 

Discusses “New” Girl. 

“The girl of today has the same 
emotions the same passions as those 
of our mothers’ time, but they are 
forced to leave the home for an out- 


let for emotions in many cases. There 
is where social agencies come in. 
They must furnish a fair substitute 
for the home activities or the natural 
tendencies of youth will provide their 


results, 

“In the spring,”’ said Miss Owings. 
“Atlanta schools will release 50,000 
boys and girls to the pursuit of amuse- 
ment. And the thing I am here to 
find out is, ‘What is Atlanta doing to 
keep these children from taking the 
wrong paths in their pursuit.’ 

“T expect to make qa thorough study 
of eourts of the city where cases of 
delinquent girls are handled and find 
out what provision is made to correct 
their errors by other means than jim- 
prisonment and humility., 

“One great responsibility of 
community te its voung womanhood 
and manhood is the supervision éf 
commercial places of amusement and 
that is another phase of Atlanta life 
which I intend to investigate while I 
am here.”

Chattanooga, Tenn., April 14.— 
(Special.)—Faster brand of  base- 
ball, bigger crowds and stronger in- 
dications that Atlanta will be at

Grinning broadly as he 
replayed parts of the opening game 
of his elub and literally beaming 
with his‘own three hits out of five 
times up tonight, he declared. he had 
renewed confidence in the Atlanta 
team to come through with the base, 
ball that will win the 1925 pennant. 

“There were times today when the 
club didn’t look exactlv finished, but 
on tite whole Fm mighty well gatis- 
fied with what they did.” Niehoff de 
clared. “Chattanooga has a good 2lub 
but with 15 hits we should have 
beaten them by a bigger score than 
we did. That doesn't worry me now, 
though, for the club should’ show 
steady improvement now that the 
season has opened.” 

John D. Martin, president of the 
Southern league, who was one of tae 
high hats at the opener here today, 
tonight predicted one of the greatest 
seasons the Southern league has ever 
had. “I never miss an opening day 
game when I can help it and with 
the exhibition I saw here today I 
feel more than repaid for making the 
trip to Chattanooga,” Martin said 
tonight. “Every indication points to 
a brand of baseball in the Southern 
league this year that wil be faster 
than even the baseball shown by the 
Southern association club last 3ea- 
son. I feel that the scores of today’s 
games were the result of heavy jit- 
ting that will be sustained through- 
out the season, rather than a result 
of loose -pitching. 

“From the standpoint of interest 
I believe that the 1925 season stands 
to eclipse any season that is now in 
Southern association h'story. From 
reports every club im the league has 
been strengthened this year to a 
point that the playing will interest 
hundreds who have not previously 
been regular attendants at baseball 
games in their home cities.”

CHANGES SMALL 
AT NEW ORLEANS. 


New Orleans, Apri] 14.—The cotton 
market was fairly active at times to- 
day and the general trend of prices 
was downward although fluctuations 
were neither violent nor wide. The 
start was steady notwithstanding that 
Liverpool was a shade lower than due 
at the opening here. First trades, 
about on a level with yesterday’s close, 
proved the day’s high with July at 
24.48 and October at 24.01. 

The census bureau report showed 
consumption by domestic mills dur- 
ing March to have been 582.874 bales 
of lint cotton against 550,132 in Feb- 
ruary and 485.540 in March, last year. 
The March total was somewhat low- 
er than looked for and prices eased 
off about 10 points. Mill stocks at 
the end of March totaled 1,644,793 
bales against 1,546,210 the month pre- 
vious, showing. a much larger gain 
than expected. Prices after a slight 
rally accordingly eased off, again the 
decline being helped by private reports 
of rains in Oklahoma and north Texas 
until July traded Jown to 24.22 and 
October to 23.76, or 25-to 26 points 
below early highs. 

The market ruled steadier around 
the middle of the session and during 
the afternoon mainly on shorts cov- 
ering and in sympathy with firmer 
markets for stocks and wheat. About 
10 to 12 points of the decline were 
recovered and the close showed net 
losses for the dav of 15 to 17 peints. 

The reports of numerous rains in 
the west and the generally favorable 
character of the advices from the cen- 
tral and eastern sections of the belt 
induced traders to look for a very 
favorable weekly weather and crop 
report from Washington tomorrow 
and this held all constructive efforts 
in check.

— After a 
sharp rise in January, motor stock 
prices lagged in a generally slight 
downward direction until the end 0?” 
March, when circumstances’ arose 
which caused a sharp reversal in 
trend. 

The fact that bankers began compet- 
ing for the purchase of the Dodge 
Brothers company called attention te 
the favorable showing which the au- 
tomobile industry has been making this 
year. Little attention has been pail 
te this showing because it has not 
been spectacular, the first quarter 
output of machines, in fact, falling 
well below the figures for the corre 
sponding period of 1924. It was 
suddenly realized, however, that this 
decline was largely due to the fact 
that automobile makers have strenu 
ously avoided such over-production as 
caused treuble a vear ago, that deal 
ers’ stocks of machines are low in the 


face of a very healthy demand from 
all over the country, and that many 
motor and accessory shares have bees 
selling to yield from 8 to 12 per cent, 
as compared to lower yields for other 
industrial stocks. These realizationa 


brought motor securities into sudden 
favor once more with the result that 
the average price of leading issues, 
as shown above, jumped about 9 points 
in seven days of trading. Last week 
witnessed a_ slight reaction—natural 
after such a rapid advance. 

Ilere are just.a few indications that 
the rise in motor stock values was 
justified. March automobile produc- 
tion exceeded that of February by 2 
per cent. Nash Motors company. the 
stock of which advanced $140 a share 
this vear, shipped 49 per cent more 
ears from its factory in March than 
during March, 1924. General Mo 
tors is expected to earn its entire 
vear’s $6 dividend on common stock 
by June 1. Hudson Motors, reports 
show, earned its full year’s $3 divi- 
dend in the first quarter.

One Pennsylvania shareholder who

Chicago, April 14.— Investment 
buying of new crop deliveries gave 
the wheat market as a whole a de- 
cided upward swing today after an 
early decline. Numerous complaints 
of dry weather in Kansas and Okla- 
homa tended to -stimulate ‘demand.

It became apparent in the Jast 
half of the day that the wheat mar- 
ket had been much oversold. One 
of the reasons for a good deal of the 
selling which earlier today had made 
values decline was the fact that the 
supply of wheat on ocean passaze 
showed 1,296,000 bushels’ enlarge- 
ment, whereas “a decrease was looked 
for in view of recent falling off in 
shipments from the southern hemis- 
phere. Timely rains in Illinois and 
Indiana tended also temporarily to 
promote selling. On the other hand, 
advices today from Liverpool denied 
reports that there was danger of a 
national millers’ strike, and said a 
strike by Welsh flour mill employees 
had been settled. 

July delivery, representing the first 
wheat to be marketed from the new 
1925 United States crop was in spe- 
cial request after strong commission 
houses had absorbed offerings of that 
month as well as of September and 
May.

Corn and oats were swayed chiefly 
by the action of wheat. Receipts 
both of corn and oats were light, and 
were expected to remain. so until 
field work is about complete.

Washingten, April 14.—Exports 
from the United States in March 
were valued at $452,000.000 and im- 
ports were $385,000,000, leaving a 
balance favorable to the United 
States of $67,000,000. 

The outflow of gold which began 
last December was shown to be still 
in progress, the exports of the metal 
during March amounting to $25,104,- 
416, compared with imports of $7,- 
337,322, leaving a net loss of $17,- 
767.096. 

Secretary Hoover said the imports 
were the largest for the United 
States, with one exception, during 
any month in*the last four years and 
that the exports were larger than for 
any month, with the exception of two, 
in the past 45 months. 

“The reports on the character of 
the imports have interested me par- 
ticularly,” Mr. Hoover said, “because 
it appears that the intake of com- 
modities during March were largely 
raw materials. The facts will be dis-
